All ‘across the horizon brown- 
clad boys of the labor battalions 
‘burrow into slopes and direct the 
unceasing flow of the river of wet 
concrete...

It is only 11 kilometers (six and 
one-half miles) from Wasserbillig 
to Treves.

The town 
is seething with soldiers who look 
just like German soldaten always 
looked—feldgrau uniforms, heavy 
leather boots. They give a waver- 
ing green tinge to the streets. 
There are no private automobiles, 
only the dizzy traffic of army cars, 
trucks, caissons, staff cars with 
caterpillar treads. Trams are run- 
ning. Shops are open and dding 
brisk business, mostly with sol- 
diers. The civilian population has 
not been evacuated, 

The hotel is in a turmoil because 
Dr. Robert Ley, chief of the Labor 
Front and one of the most influ- 
ential men in Germany, is holding 
a conference with Gen. Mattenk- 
lott, commander of Treves, and 
numerous other brass hats. But 
the manager has time to greet the 
guest from beyond the line and 
speaks English loudly without at- 
tracting any attention from the 
officers milling through the lobby.

An 
obvious Gestapo agent sidles up 
and takes a look at you but goes 
away. <A captain steps off the 
narrow sidewalk to let you -pass 
and it’s all pretty bewildering.

In the World War 
25 Years Ago Today 


OCT. 21, 1014. 
Marianne and Marshall islands 
seized by British and Japanese, 


Semi-official military quarters 
said about 100 landings of British 
troops had been made in the first 
month of the war which started 
Sept. 3. British War Minister 
Leslie Hore-Belisha announced on 
Oct. 11 that 158,000 men had been 
landed. 

Despite the British reinforcement, 
military observers expected the 
French to sit tight and await de- 
velopments of the Allied naval 
blockade of Germany. 

The French Navy assumed 4a 
large share of the’ duty of guard- 
ing the trans-channel troop move- 
ments and engaged in mine-sweep- 
ing and anti-submarine activity. 

Many French observers expressed 
belief that German air and subma- 
rine attacks on Britain would in- 
crease as rains and approaching 
winter make land operations in- 
creasingly difficult. 

A Differing View. 


However, Henry de Kerillis, mem- 
ber of the Chamber of Deputies 
Foreign Affairs Committee, declared 
in the newspaper L’Epoque that 
“the French General Staff tends 
to believe that a very violent and 
powerful enemy offensive actually 
is being prepared.” 

De Kerillis wrote that some quar- 
ters believed that the signal for a 
big scale German attack was “only 
a question of days, even hours.” 

He reported that German troop 
concentrations extended to the 
southern flank of the line—that 
which parallels the Rhine—where 
there has been hardly any action 
since the war started. 

On the wall of a German Rhine- 
land city, the French reported, the 
Germans have hung a sign intended 
for French eyes: “We are not play- 
ing any more.” 

Premier Daladier summoned 10 
members of his Cabinet to a special 
meeting at the War Ministry. The 
meeting lasted three hours. After- 
ward Daladier said only that eco- 
nomic problems had been discussed.

The cornea is the transparent 
window in front of the pupil of the 
eye. An operation sometimes will 
restore sight to persons with cor- 
neas scarred in accidents. 

Mrs. Davis’ offer was disclosed at 
a meeting of the American College 
of Surgeons in Philadelphia in a 
letter addressed to Howard W. 
Blakeslee. Science editor of. the 
Associated Press. She also offered 
to sell some skin for plastic sur- 
gery “for so much according ‘to 
amount taken.” 

Her children range in age from 
4 to 19. Two of them are in a 
State school because she is unable 
to care for them, Mrs. Davis said. 
A 3-month-old grandson also lives 
with her. 

Until last week Mrs. Davis’ hus- 
band was employed two days a 
week at $1.50 daily by the City 
Health Department. He now has 
a WPA job paying about $60 month- 
ly, she said.

Further Details of Heronspool and 
Emil Miguet Sinkings. 


Capt Sidney E. Batson of the 
Heronspool declined to discuss the 
torpedoing of his craft on Oct, 12 
but members of his crew were not 
so reticent. 

It was about 6 p. m. when the 
Heronspoo! heard an SOS from the 
tanker Emile Miguet, disclosing 
a submarine attack. An hour later 
the night watch on the blacked-out 
Heronspool called out that a sub- 
marine was astern. 

“I don’t believe the submarine 
wanted to sink us,” said Joseph Ab- 
bott, a crewman, “but about mid- 
night the submarine fired a torpedo 
that blew a hole in our bow, and we 
were ordered to abandon ship.” 
William Cookson, junior officer of 
the President Harding, in describ- 
ing the rescue, said the liner was 
proceeding to the aid of the Miguet 
when the Heronspool’s crew was 
sighted in lifeboats. 

Chief Officer Stanley Thompson 
remarked: 

“The rescue was a success, 
we picked up thé*wrong men.” 

After taking the British seamen 
board, the President Harding sight- 
ed smoke from the French tanker. 
“The ship had been shot at. but 
not -torpedoed,” Cookson . said. 
‘When we got near the French 
ship we circled it and signaled to 
British destroyers nearby and told 
them we had the Englishmen on 
board. We thought they might take 
them over, as we had no room for 
them, but the destroyer answered 
‘Thank you,’ So we assumed we 
were to bring them with us.”

“guarantee” Londe's return to court in Missouri 
were, in part at least, highly questionable and proba- 
bly would not have been paid in full in the event that 
Londe failed to appear and the bonds were declared 
in default. . 

This second fact comes to light with the announce- 
ment by the St. Louis Board of Police Commissioners 
that it has removed three of Londe’s bondsmen from 
the list of persons eligible to post bonds in Police 
Court cases. The Police Board ruling followed the 
forfeiture of Londe’s $25,000 bond at Steelville, Mo., 
where the murderous hoodlum was due to appear in 
a second bombing case last Monday. With the ruling 
went the following disclosures: 

That George Burke, one of the sureties on 
Londe’s $50,000 St. Louis appeal bond, has fur- 
nished a total of $68,000 in outstanding bonds, in 
support of which he has pledged real estate 
valued at only $10,800, and mortgaged for $4000. 

That Ralph Tivoli, one of the signers of the 
$25,000 bond which enabled Londe to get out of 
jail at Steelville, has furnished $15,000 in bonds 
in St. Louis and has property valued at only 
$9570. (Tivoli’s share of the $25,000 Steelville 
bond is in addition to the $16,000 in St. Louis 


bonds.) 
That Joseph Neu, also on the $25,000 bond, 


owner of property valued at $9270, has signed 
bonds in St. Louis to the amount of $6000. 
(Neu’s share of the $25,000 bond is also in addi- 
tion to the $6000 he has guaranteed in St. Louis.) 


In other words, the bonds in the Londe cases were 
bonds in name only. They were no guarantee that he 
would be in court on the days when his cases were 
called. Neither were they any assurance that the 
State would be paid the sums it had been pledged 
in the event of Londe’s failure to appear. If some 
of the sureties are in a position to make good on 
their share, others patently are not. 

What can Judges be thinking of when they accept 
| bonds with no more careful scrutiny of the qualffica- 
‘tions of the bondsmen? The Courts which handled 
‘the bond in Londe’s appeal should have had the 
holdings of each bondsman and his record in other 
bond cases carefully checked. A man with $68,000 in 
bonds outstanding against $10,800 worth of real estate 
and that mortgaged for $4000, obviously was no 
person to be accepted as a surety. At Steelville this 
caution should have been compounded for there Londeé 
appeared as one out on appeal following a bombing 
conviction in St. Louis. 

What the Board of Police Commissioners has found 
| out about these bondsmen after Londe’s failure to 
appear could have been known in advance. Failing 
to find it out, those who approved the Londe bonds 
failed most lamentably in doing their duty.

The absolute need for increased relief funds in 
St. Louis, especially now. that winter with its, 
greater human suffering is approaching, has again 
been made clear by the Board of Aldermen. But 
the board, unfortunately, can do nothing about the 
situation. This is a matter for the Legislature. 
Gov. Stark, therefore, should lose no time in com- 
plying with the board's request for a special session. 


The needs of the unemployed and the impover-| 


ished in the city and in the State were ignored 
most flagrantly during the last regular session. 
Even as the legislators were voting the appropria- 
tion of $6,500,000 for the biennium, they knew that 
it could not possibly be adequate. ‘ The Governor knew 
it, too. There can be no further ignoring of the situa- 
tion, ostrich-fashion. 

The decision of the last Congress to order lay- 
offs for these on the WPA 18 months or more has 
resulted in the dismissal of 9300 persons here. In 
addition to most of these, 2100 others have been 
certified for WPA employment, but not yet given 
work. The St. Louis relief rolls have been cut 
and pruned down to 6200 cases. For these there 
is a monthly appropriation of $115,000. That is 
less than $20 a month. Emergency relief orders are 
even less generous. Out of $5,680,000 collected in 
St. Louis last year as sales taxes, only $3,357,000 
came back to the city. Yet under a hard-and-fast 
rule allocating one-third of this revenue to edu- 
cation, Missouri schools received almost $8,000,000 
out of a total state-wide collection of about $2,000,000 
a month. 

This is all an old story. It was repeated over 
and over again during the waning weeks of the 
legislative session, but to no avail. Now the time 
is near when something must be done. 
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The 19 Milles statues are all modestly swathed.

SUBMARINES AND ARMED MERCHANT SHIPS. 
President Roosevelt’s proclamation barring sub- 
marines of the belligerent Powers from American 
ports and territorial waters is a step in defense 
of this country’s interests. It is authorized by the 
present neutrality law and also by the revised draft 
now before the Senate. Both empower him to place 
such restrictions in effect whenever he finds that 
they will: 
1. Serve to maintain peace between the United 
States and foreign states; or, 
2. Protect the commercial interests of the 


United States and its citizens: or, 
3. Promote the security of the United-States. 


Foreign submarines have been reported off both 
American coasts and in the Caribbean. If these are 
German craft, word that they are sinking merchant 
Ships of their enemies may be expected at any 
time. Since U-boats in European waters are sinking 
neutral vessels as well, there may be danger that 
American ships will also become their prey, thus 
creating episodes like those that took this country 
into the World War. If they are Allied submarines, 
on the other hand, vessels carrying contraband may 
be sunk so close to our shores as to produce danger- 
ous diplomatic involvements. 

If submarines are barred from refueling, obtaining 
supplies and making repairs at American ports, 
their continued stay along our coasts becomes more 
difficult. Thus the proclamation, to whatever de- 
gree it tends to keep submarines out of American 
waters, promotes national security. 

The Neutrality Act provides for a similar ban on 
armed merchant vessels, and demands now are being 
heard that the proclamation be extended to them. 
Senator Clark has expressed dissatisfaction with 
the President’s move, and says he will seek to have 
the neutrality bill amended to bring about a bar 
against armed ships. 

The difference, of course, is in the fact that sub- 
marine activity in American waters would be purely 
offensive, while the arming of merchant vessels is 
undertaken with defensive intent. Since many cargo 
ships now are armed by their governments, a bar 
on their entry into American ports would amount 
to a blockade if the cash-and-carry provision is 
adopted.

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BIGGEST IF OF THE WAR. 

The biggest thing about this war is not the battle- 
ships or the heavy artillery or yet the fortified lines: 

No belligerent can make 
a claim or issue a threat without rambling off into 
hypothesis. No neutral can attempt to chart a design 
for non-involvement without encountering a maze 
of possibilities. And as for the experts who venture 
to predict what will happen next, they are so firmly 
intrenched behind theories and suppositions as to 
leave only their periscopes visible. : 

A conspicuous if of the moment concerns the 
French-English-Turkish mutual aid treaty. Britain 
hails it as a magnificent triumph, France also is 
joyful, Italy is worried, and Germany, at first reports, 
stunned. The Nazis have made a quick recovery, 
however.

ANY Americans favor the Allies in 
M the new European war; no use denying 

that: It’s natural enough. We fought 
on the Allied side in 1917-18. The Nazi 
system of society is even further from us 
Spiritually and ideologically than was the 
system of Kaiser Wilhelm I. 

Our main hope is that the wave of pro- 
Ally feeling which built up in this country 
the moment war broke out won’t sweep us 
into the fight. 

With the war a few days old, we heard 
some broadcaster report that Fritz Kuhn, 
head man of the German-American Bund, 
had told a meeting of Nazi sympathizers in 
this country that the Jews had brought on 
this war, and that the American people in 
1940 would turn “President Rosenfeld” out 
of office. : 

We reward Kuhn as a prize pain in the 
neck, and as a fellow who is rapidly bring- 
ing his come-uppance on himself. But that 
isn’t the point. 

What made us mad was the lip-smack- 
ing, go-get-’em-boys tone of voice in which 
the above-mentioned broadcaster reported 
Kuhn’s remarks. That, and the fact that 
this particular broadcaster, whoever he may 
have been, neglected to explain that Kuhn 
and his followers represent only a minute 
fraction of the total of persons of German 
birth or descent in the United States. 

It must have been this kind of radio re- 
porting, among others, that the President 
intended to slap around'‘in his speech prom- 
ising to keep us out of war if he could. 
The President, you remember, warned all 
purveyors of news ard facts to be very care- 
ful throughout this latest European upset 
and to talk and write with fairness. 

The way in which this radio man delivered 
his report, factual though it was as far as 
it went, was a. direct incitement to American 
haters of the foreigner within our gates to go 
out and do some damage to German-flavored 
foreigners or their descendants, 
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Much too much of that stuff (any of it 
is too much) went on here during the first 
World War. There was polite blackmailing 
of German or German-extraction people in 
this country to take more than their fair 
quotas of Liberty bonds. The dirty work 
went from that point all the way, in some 
cases, to plain, though carefully legalized, 
highway robbery of Germans by rascals mas- 
querading as patriots and well knowing that 
the Germans couldn't fight back. 

It is a foul chapter in our generally 
honorable World War history. It is a chap- 
ter that should not be rewritten this time, 
whatever happens. 

Some of the best people we ever had, or 
ever will have in this country, were or are 
Germans. Carl Schurz was an outstanding 
example in a former generation; Senator 
Wagner is one of many in this generation. 

And the vast majority of German-born or 
German-descended people in this country 
detest Fritz Kuhn's Bund and all it stands 
for. Why wouldn't they, seeing the Bund 
stands for the goose-step regimentation of 
body and soul in

democracy and to aim a sock at the midriff 
of our professed national spirit of neutrality. 

We Americans brag a great deal about 
how everybody has a fair show in this coun- 
try and how the racial, political and eco- 
nomic hatreds that periodically prod Europe 
into mass suicide cause very little insomnia 
and practically no street fights here. It is 
one of our greatest glories, and one of our 
chief sources of national Strength, that these 
boasts are, in general, true. 

Well, now is the time for all of us to 
devote special effort to making these boasts 
keep on holding good. The more kindness 
and decency, generosity and justice we can 
all trade back and forth among ourselves, 
the safer we shall be as a people. 

Conversely, to discourage in every possi- 
ble way all kinds of envy, hatred and malice 
will pay us dividends such as Europe never 
stops fighting long enough to collect. We've 
been collecting those dividends ever since 
about 1870, when, having quit fighting 
among ourselves five years before, we quit 
trying to treat the South the way the Allies 
tried to treat Germany after the World War. 
We will goon collecting them if we will 
keep our heads hard and our hearts warm,

We can throw away our whole heritage 
simply by yielding in any considerable de- 
gree to the manifold kinds of hatred that 
keep Europe an armed camp when it isn’t 
a battleground. 

We've preached democracy and the Square 
Deal for more than 150 years. Now, of all 
times, let’s practice more than ever what 
we've preached so long. Let’s put forth 
every effort to show Europe that democracy 
can work; and that a higher percentage of 
people can live comfortably under democracy 
than under any other system. _ 

Reverting to the Germans among us— 
wouldn’t it be a good idea for groups of 
bold and forward-looking people in all our 
cities, towns and rural counties to get to- 
gether just about now and dedicate them- 
selves to looking out for the American 
rights and liberties of all minority groups 
in their neighborhoods for the duration of 
the storms now raging in the world? 

Let's put the emphasis on the “United” in 
“United States” and keep it there.

Better Days in the Auto Trade 


From the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 


S the auto industry lifts the 1940 curtain, 

its leaders look back over the past twelve- 
month and pronounce it a pretty good year. 
For the auto trade the statistical year ends 
Sept. 30. Most of the new models are intro- 
duced somewhere near that date. 

This time, Sept. 30 finished an auto year 
which saw production and factory sale in 
the United States and Canada of 3,587,000 
cars and trucks. This is a gain of 33 per 
cent over 1938, which helps to explain why 
the motor trade is optimistic. 

As compared with 1937, when more t 
5,000,000 vehicles were produced, the results 
for the year just closed may not seem very 
impressive. But when a reasonably good 
year like 1939 follows a poor one like 1938, 
and particularly when the year ends with an 
upturn, the men of motors have good reason 
to be cheerful. Such is the story of the 1939 
model year. 

The dollar figures of the auto trade are 
fairly astronomical. Thus the wholesale 
value of the past year’s production was bet- 
ter than $2,500,000,000. The value of tir 
and accessories account for another $1,- 
250,000,000. Average employment rose to 
380,000 from 337,000 “during the preceding 
year, and average weekly payrolls from 
about $9,000,000 to almost $12,000,000. 

The stream of cars which came off the 
assembly lines in 1939 has pushed total auto 
registration in the United States to almost 
30,000,000. No wonder it is hard to find a 
place to park. A motor spokesman reports 
that many more families have autos than 
possess bathtubs. This may not be.so shock- 
ing as it sounds when one remembers that 
the bathtub has not yet wholly conquered 
rural America. At least it gives the plumb- 
ers something to think about, 

It is an axiom of American commercial 
life that when the auto business is looking 
up, all business is getting better.

Three American Water - 
Colors Also Bought. 


Two wood sculptures by Spanish 
artists and three water colors by 
contemporary Americans have been 
acquired by the City Art Museum 
in Forest Park. 


The chief acquisition is a figure 
of an apostle, made of a hard, fine- 
grained fruit wood, said to have 
come from the vicinity of Burgos, 
It is 4 feet, 2% inches tall. 
The apostle is depicted in an atti- 
tude of benediction bearing .in his 
left hand a representation of the 
Gospel protected py a fold of his 
flowing robes. 

It is believed the figure was 
carved late in the Thirteenth cen- 
tury or early Fourteenth. The head 
and hands are exaggerated, and the 
pose is rather stiff. 

The second sculpture is a small, 
half-length figure of the _ suffer- 
ing Christ carved in boxwood. It 
belongs to a period about two cen- 
turies later. It is a nude image 
of the Savior with arms crossed 
and head bowed, shown as though 
rising from the tomb. The body 
is almost’ skeleton-like in ‘its 
emaciation. In spite of the expres- 
sion of agony and exhaustion, the 
head and features are treated with 
a certain reserve and dignity. 

The water colors are: “Claddagh 
Fishermen,” by Eugene Higgins, 
“Grape Twilight,” Lawrence Le- 
Fevre, and Central Park, New 
York,” Milo Kendall Winter Jr. In 
recent months the Museum has 
added eight other water colors by 
modern American and European 
artists. 

The figure of the apostle was ob- 
tained in a trade, and the figure of 
Christ was purchased for $600. The

“While such procedure does not 
necessarily stamp the Wochen- 
schrift as a Nazi organ,” the let- 
ter said, “we do believe, however, 
that it indicates alarming tenden- 
cies and sympathies in the aid of a 
subversive movement which we feel 
has no place in America.” 

Eugene Geissler, editor of the 
Wochenschrift, said that he copied 
one of the articles, which told of 
the fall of Danzig, from a German 
paper published in America. He 
said he had no regular news serv- 
ice but that he formerly received 
some stories from the German Rail- 
road Information Office.

Migratory game birds may be 
taken with or by use of a shotgun 
not larger than No. 10 gauge fired 
from the shoulder, a bow and ar- 
row, a dog or, blind or floating 
device other than sink box. The 
birds may not be taken with or by 
the use of automobile, aircraft, 
sink box (battery), power boat, sail- 
boat or any device towed by power 
boat or sailboat. 

Automatic loading or hand oper- 
ated repeating shotguns of more 
than three-shell capacity in the 
magazine and chamber combined 
are prohibited. No live duck or 
goose decoys are permitted. Corn, 
wheat, oats or other grain or pro- 
duct thereof, salt, or any kind of 
feed placed or distributed in any 
manner whereby such birds are 
lured, attracted, or enticed, regard- 
less of the distance between the 
location of such food and the taker, 
is prohibited. 


Must Have Duck Stamp. 


The State requires that all per- 
sons have licenses to hunt, fish or 
trap with the exception of resident 
land owners, tenants and members 
of their immediate families who 
hunt, on their own leased land. In 
addition, the Federal Government

RABBI ISSERMAN TAKES 


Criticises Recommendation 
That U. S. Sell Arms of De- 
fense but Not of Offense. 


Criticism of recent radio ad- 
dresses by Col. Charles A. Lind- 
‘bergh, who advocated neutrality 
for the United States in the Euro- 
pean war and asserted Europe 
o0\faces no “vellow peril,” was 
| voiced last night by Rabbi Ferdi- 
OOinand M. Isserman, of Temple 
‘Israel, in a sermon on “We Amer- 
icans and the War in Europe.” 

Rabbi Isserman asserted that “all 
talk of the yellow peril is nothing 
but an appeal to false racial vanity 
and an attempt to stir up narrow, 
tribal loyalties.” He took issue 
also with Lindbergh’s recommen- 
dation that we sell weapons of de- 
fense but not of offense. 

“Col. Charles A. Lindbergh in 
both of his radio addressés inti- 
mated that Americans cannot take 


; sides in this struggle because there 


is no yellow peril facing Europe,” 


o Rabbi Ferdinand Isserman_ said. 


“Tf there were a yellow peril fac- 
ing Europe, if a Genghis Khan 
or a Xerxes were leading hordes 


‘lof Asiatics against European civil- 


ization, then Col. Lindbergh would 
believe it right for Americans to 
send soldiers to Europe. 

“T cannot accept either the the- 
ology, the morality or the histor- 
ical accuracy of this particular as- 
'sertion of America’s most popular 
aviator. The whole idea of the 
yellow peril is repugnant to any 
religious person. There is only one 
God and there is only one hu- 
manity. There is no rivalry be- 
tween the white race and the 
yellow race.’ 

Rabbi Isserman recognized 
Asiatic contributions to civilization 
and said Hitler was not representa- 
tive of “the Christian civilization 
of Europe.” He said this country 
should not become involved in the 
war because we may serve man- 
kind best by developing our free 
institutions. as a model and an 
example. At the end of the war, 
he concluded, we “will use. our 
powers, prestige and wealth -to 
encourage the restoration of lib- 
erty and to aid in the reconstruc- 
tion and rehabilitation of Europe.” 


MURDER AND SUICIDE LAID 
TO FORTUNE TELLER’S REMARK 


Woman, Made Jealous by Warning, 
Was Divorced; Kills Child 
and Self. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Oct. 21 (AP). 
—A few months ago Percy Powers, 
a barber, returned home and found 
his wife, Evelyn, in tears. 

She offered no explanation, but it 
developed that a fortune teller had 
told her “beware of a dark-haired, 
brown-eyed woman.” She became 
so jealous that Powers obtained an 
interlocutory divorce Sept. 6. 

Yesterday Mrs. Powers, 40 years 
old, and her 77-year-old daughter by 
a former marriage, Dorothy Palm- 
er, were found shot to death in 
their automobile parked in front 
of Powers’ residence. Powers told 
his story to the Coroner’s office 
which listed the deaths as murder 
and suicide.

Of Civilization

GREAT deal of progress has 
A reen made in dealing with the 

chronic infection of the nose 
known as sinus disease. This con- 
dition is so common in temperate 
but rapidly variable climates, it 
has been estimated that four out of 
every five of us suffer from sinus 
disease at some time during our 
lives,

civilization Wwe are living in. The 
more crowding, the more machines 
to churn up dust and the more 
smoke to obseure sunshine, the 
more sinus disease, 

Lowered immunity due to a cod- 


part in promoting nasal and para- 
nasal infection. Our overheated 
houses dry out the lining of the 
nose and prevent its natural germ- 
killing functions. Refined foods 
lacking in natural vitamin qualities 
add to the unfavorable conditions. 
The occurrence of sinus disease is 
inversely proportional to the 
amount of sunshine: Since four- 
fifths of the people have some sinus 
trouble some of the time, and since 
it is an infectious disease, the mul- 
tiplicity of human contacts is an 
evident factor. 

Dryness and dust are the great 
“enemies” of the sinus sufferer. 
The head has four pairs of air 
cavities, called sinuses, Each opens 
into the nose cavity, and the lining 
membrane of these cavities is con- 
tinuous with that of the nose, A 
conch-shaped roll of thin bone cov- 
eréd with mucous membrane, called 
a turbinate body, guards the orifice 
of each sinus on the nasal side 
against dry, cold, dusty and pollut- 
ed air. The spongy turbinate, rich 
in blood vessels, warms and filters 
the air we breathe, 

There should normally be a free 
intake and outgo of air in the nose. 
When the turbinates swell due to 
infection or irritation, they block 
the opening of the sinuses. If in- 
fection is present, the drainage is 
interfered with, and subacute or 
chronic infection is inevitable. 

The first function of the sinuses 
is to furnish lightness to the skull. 
If the skull were solid bone, the 
muscular strength of the neck and 
shoulder muscles would have to be 
tremendous to hold it up. The other 
alternative would be to diminish 
the size of the skull, which would 
mean diminishing the size of the 
brain. If we had no sinuses, we 
would never look or, else, never be 
the same. The sinuses are the re- 
sult of a good engineering job on 
the part of Nature. Their other 
function is to furnish a resonator 
for the voice. 

The commonest type of sinus dis- 
ease is that which complicates a 
“head cold” and makes it hang on. 

The chronic types are infectious, 
allergic and vasomotor. In treating 
the infectious type, infested lym- 
phoid masses in the back of the 
nose can be destroyed by electro- 
surgery. Establishment of drainage 
is required. Deep penetrating heat, 
by means of long or short wave 
diathermy, is efficacious after 
drainage is established. A simple 
apparatus for circulating hot water 
through rubber tubes high in the 
nose is also helpful. Marked im- 
provement occurs by using a diet 
rich in fresh foods. Allergic sinus- 
itis is relieved by removing the 
offending substance in food or dust.’ 
Vasomotor sinusitis is best treated 
by repeated shrinking of the muc- 
ous membrane,

De- 
clarér, realizing that no matter 
where the club king lay he would 
have to lose at least one trick in 
the suit, put up the ace as a safety 
play. Then, since there was a 
chance that the king and queen of 
diamonds might fall, he cashed the 
diamond ace and ruffed the seven 
spot. When a high honor did not 
appear on the second round it was 
obvious that this particular hope 
was dead, but declarer continued 
ruffing out the diamond suit in 
the hope of developing a favorable 
end position. He entered dummy 
with the spade queen and ruffed 
another diamond, re-entered with 
the spade king and ruffed dummy’s 
last diamond, Now, back in his 
own hand, he led a club toward the 
queen and, when West played the 
ten spot, shrewdly guessed that a 
duck in dummy might produce the 
blank king from East. It did, and 
now poor East, reduced to hearts, 
had to return a heart up to dum- 
my’s major tenace. Thus declarer 
avoided the loss of a heart trick 
and held his club losers to one 
trick, thereby fulfilling the con- 
tract. 

Aside from the fact that the clair 
voyant original opening of a heart 
would have made the contract im- 
possible of fulfillment, it is inter- 
esting to note that, even on the 
club opening, East could have killed 
the slam by making the remarkable 
play of the club king underneath 
dummy’s ace!
